Berlin, July I.—That cannibalism 
exists in the German colony of Cam- 
aroon is proved by an official report 
issued concerning a recent punitive 
expedition against the natives of the 
southern districts 
of 
the 
country, 
known as the tribes of the Maka. 
Cannibals iii the full sense of the 
word, the Maka live chiefly on hu­ 
man flesh, and unlike most savage 
tribes in Africa, they do not even re­ 
spect their own dead, but eat their 
fathers and brothers, wives and sis­ 
ters, friends and relatives, without 
the slightest hesitation. 
When the supply of corpses among 
their own tribe runs short they pur- j 
chase slaves from other tribes and j 
fatten them ’intil they are At to be j 
slaughtered. 
Then they are killed 
and eaten. 
To purchase slaves and keep them 
until they are sufficiently fat to make 
good meals is considered a luxury 
which only tile wealthier members of 
the tribe can enjoy, the poorer Maka 
having to content themselves with 
eating the bodies of slain enemies. 
The slaughter of the slaves who 
have been fattened takes place in a 
manner idencical to the slaughter of 
an ox. 
Dragged 
to 
the slaughter 
house, and tied to a block, the unhap­ 
py victim is killed by the blow of an 
ax, directed against the neck. 
By way of explanation for these 
horrible customs among the Maka it 
is stated tha; their country is ex­ 
tremely poor in cattle, and contains 
neither wild animals fit to eat nor 
fish. 
As a result of the punitive expedi­ 
tion sent out by the German authori­ 
ties to suppress cannibalism 
every 
person 
henceforward 
convicted 
of 
eating human flesh will be sentenced 
to death.

souri is rapidly gaining a reputation 
throughout Hie land for 
the 
large 
number 
of 
mineral 
springs 
found 
within its borders and the wealth re­ 
storing and rejuvenating qualities of 
the waters which gush forth from 
them, clear, sparkling and cold, in 
such abundance that millions of gal­ 
lons annually run to waste. 
Only a 
few years ago it was not generally 
known in this state much mom in 
other commonwealths, that “fountains 
of youth” existed 
in 
nearly every 
county of the Ozark regions and that 
scattered over the state there were 
others with waters as healing and in­ 
vigorating as any of the famous Span­ 
ish adventurer and discoverer, Ponce 
de 
Leon, 
encountered in his wide 
world search for the mythical El Do­ 
rado, which he never found.

In this 
enormous sum is not included the 
large amounts these Missouri health 
resorts annually receive from patients 
who flock to them and use the medi­ 
cated waters for drinking purposes in 
course of treatment, which extends 
from a week to two months. 
A Bath for Everybody. 
In the hear: of the business center 
of St. Louis is a spring of sulpho- 
saline water of which 12,000,000 gal­ 
lons were used in 1910, according ta 
the figures furnished by the bureau 
of labor stat;sties, for bathing pur* 
poses solely. 
Allowing twenty gal­ 
lons for each medicated immersion, 
it means that 600,000 baths were giv­ 
en in the course of that year, enough 
to have allowed two out of every 
three inhabitants of St. Louis and IU 
suburbs a mineral water bath in the 
course of the twelve months in ques­ 
tion, whether needed or not.

These shipments 
covered the. pauhtrg WW* CaliforMi 
to Michigan and from North Dakota 
to Texas, so far and wide have the 
healing and rejuvenating qualities of 
the Excelsior Springs water spread. 
Way down in Dunklin county, right 
in the center cf the section In which 
cotton, watermelons and cantaloupes 
grow so prolific, is a newly discov­ 
ered mineral spring from which water 
was shipped for the first time In 1910.

The spring of La Grange is in the 
heart of that pearl button manufac­ 
turing town.

ferent points in Missouri.

contains a well which supplies an 
excellent mineral water.
